Report  of  the  Trustees 

The  following  is  a  brief  chronicle  of  some  of  the  more  important 
events  during  the  years  1926  and  1927: 

1926 

January  7 :  The  Trustees  approved  of  the  resolution  submitted 
by  the  Hospital  Committee  that  they  enter  into  negotiation  with 
the  county  authorities  for  the  care  of  indigent  county  patients,  it 
being  understood  that  such  safeguards  be  made  as  will  give  to  the 
hospital  the  power  of  selection  and  power  of  discharge  of  patients 
received  from  the  county.  These  negotiations  were  successfully 
completed  at  a  later  date. 

March  4:  The  Trustees  approved  an  intensive  campaign 
recommended  by  the  Administrative  Board  of  the  School  of 
Nursing  to  recruit  student  nurses  for  the  School  of  Nursing. 

May  12:  The  exercises  in  the  Chapel  to  celebrate  Hospital  Day 
were  under  the  auspices  of  the  Women's  Missionary  Society  of 
St.  John's  Church. 

May  13:  The  gift  of  $1,000.00  from  Mr.  Walter  B.  Scholz 
was  reported. 

June  28:  Arrangements  were  made  at  a  meeting  attended  by 
representatives  of  St.  Louis  Children's  Hospital,  St.  Louis  Ma- 
ternity Hospital,  Washington  University  and  Barnes  Hospital  for 
a  ten-story  addition  to  the  Nurses'  Home,  to  cost  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  $500,000.00.* 

September  15:  The  Trustees  approved  the  leasing  of  the 
Medical  Dormitory  by  the  School  of  Nursing  from  September  15, 
1926,  to  September  15, 1927,  to  house  the  overflow  from  the  present 
Nurses'  Home  so  far  as  possible. 

1927 

May  5:  The  Trustees,  acting  under  legal  advice,  voted  that 
the  Hospital  should  not  come  under  the  Missouri  Workmen's 
Compensation  Law. 

July:     The  Eliza  McMillan  bequest  of  $20,000.00  was  received. 

August  15:  The  Maternity  Service  of  Barnes  Hospital  was 
discontinued  coincident  with  the  opening  of  the  St.  Louis  Ma-

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ternity  Hospital,  though  the  Obstetrical  Staff  is  to  be  continued 
as  the  Gynecological  Staff  for  Barnes  Hospital.  This  work  has 
been  an  important  part  of  the  service  rendered  by  Barnes  Hospital 
to  the  community,  but  the  Trustees  are  very  glad  to  relinquish  it 
to  the  Maternity  Hospital,  their  neighbor,  in  the  interest  of  the 
whole  group  and  the  community. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  on  November  23rd,  the  death 
of  Colonel  Paul  Brown  was  reported  and  minutes  were  passed 
which  appear  on  page  5  of  this  report.  It  was  stated  that 
Colonel  Brown  had  made  a  bequest  of  $100,000.00  to  Barnes 
Hospital. 

November  26:  The  new  addition  to  the  Nurses'  Home  was 
opened.  Because  of  the  excellent  course  of  training,  both  theo- 
retical and  practical,  because  of  the  recommendations  of  former 
graduates,  because  of  the  intensive  campaign  and  because  of  the 
new  Nurses'  Home,  and  doubtless  for  other  reasons,  the  School  of 
Nursing  received  the  largest  class  of  pupils  (66)  on  September  15 
that  had  ever  been  enrolled.  This  result  is  exceedingly  gratifying 
to  the  Trustees. 

The  Trustees  are  very  grateful  to  the  Community  Fund  for  its 
donations  to  Barnes  Hospital  of  $70,341.85  in  1926  and  $55,167.72 
in  1927.  Without  these  allowances  Barnes  Hospital  would  have 
found  it  more  difficult  to  meet  its  great  responsibility  of  service, 
any  restriction  of  which  would  be  a  genuine  loss  to  this  community. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  service 
rendered  the  Hospital  by  the  staff,  the  nurses  and  the  employees, 
and  are  confident  that  the  Hospital  will  continue  to  improve  its 
service  both  in  quantity  and  quality.

Among  the  more  important  events  for  the  two  years  1926  and 
1927  are  the  following: 

1926 

January  4:  The  position  of  head  orderly  was  created  and  the 
work  of  the  orderlies  is  now  being  supervised  and  personal  instruc- 
tion given  them. 

The  School  of  Nursing  organized  classes  for  floor  duty  nurses 
instruction  in  the  Barnes  Hospital  routine. 

February  1 :  A  list  of  abbreviations  for  use  in  the  routine  work 
in  the  Hospital  was  approved  by  the  Hospital  Committee.  With 
the  exception  of  those  used  in  prescription  writing,  no  other 
abbreviations  are  to  be  employed. 

May  12:  Mrs.  Mae  Southwick,  who  had  been  the  Hospital 
housekeeper  for  eight  years,  resigned  to  be  married.  Mrs.  Edith 
Lindstrom  now  holds  this  position. 

June  1:  A  contract  was  completed  between  St.  Louis  County 
and  Barnes  Hospital  by  which  indigent  county  patients  referred 
to  the  Hospital  by  the  County  Health  Officer  are  to  be  paid  for 
by  the  county  at  the  regular  ward  rates. 

The  Barnes  Hospital  Society  has  been  holding  its  regular 
meetings  in  the  first  floor  nurses  dining  room.  One  of  its  accom- 
plishments is  the  creating  and  filling  the  position  of  executive 
assistant.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  society  the  staff  subscribed 
a  portion  of  the  salary  of  this  position  for  the  first  year.  Miss 
Laura  Hornback,  the  Hospital  admitting  officer,  was  appointed 
to  this  position  November  15,  1926,  and  Miss  Cornelia  Sasse, 
head  nurse  of  Ward  2219,  was  appointed  to  the  position  left 
vacant  by  Miss  Hornback. 

An  arrangement  was  made  with  the  St.  Louis  Children's 
Hospital  so  that  the  Barnes  Hospital  Intern  in  Oto-Laryngology 
will  exchange  positions  every  six  months  with  the  Intern  in  Oto- 
Laryngology  in  the  Children's  Hospital. 

In  the  spring  of  1926  eleven  concrete  slabs  were  laid  between 
the  curb  and  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  hosi)ital  and  two  walks 
laid  leading  directly  from  the  front  walk  to  the  entrance  of  the 
Hospital.    This  arrangement  enables  people  to  alight  from  autos 
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at  any  place  in  front  of  the  Hospital  and  have  a  concrete  walk 
directly  to  the  front  door. 

In  the  summer  of  1926,  new  slate  sinks  were  installed  in  the 
duty  rooms  and  kitchens  on  each  floor  of  the  Private  Pavilion. 
A  new  gas  stove  was  also  installed  in  each  kitchen  of  the  Pavilion 
to  facilitate  and  improve  the  preparation  and  service  of  special 
food  to  our  patients. 

1927 

March  1:  The  Hospital  became  a  member  of  the  Bureau  of 
Standards  &  Supplies  of  New  York  City.  This  membership  has 
brought  valuable  aid  in  purchasing  hospital  supplies,  and  has 
effected  a  substantial  financial  saving. 

May  10:  The  Hospital  offered  its  facilities  to  the  sufferers  of 
the  Mississippi  flood  and  the  Poplar  Bluff,  Missouri,  tornado. 

July  15:  The  use  of  distilled  water  for  scrubbing-up  was  dis- 
continued in  the  Operating  Room  and  the  water  for  this  purpose 
is  being  obtained  from  the  water-softening  plant,  which  will 
result  in  a  considerable  annual  saving  to  the  Hospital  and  with 
no  impairment  of  the  technique. 

August  15:  The  new  St.  Louis  Maternity  Hospital  was  opened 
and  the  admission  of  Maternity  patients  to  Barnes  Hospital  was 
discontinued.  The  members  of  the  Obstetrical  service  will  con- 
tinue to  have  the  privilege  of  caring  for  gynecological  patients 
in  Barnes  Hospital. 

The  capacity  of  the  Hospital  is  now  300  beds.  The  increase 
from  282  was  made  by  converting  the  nurseries,  delivery  rooms, 
waiting  and  examining  rooms  of  the  discontinued  Obstetrical  serv- 
ice into  accommodations  for  patients. 

September  15 :  The  new  ten-story  addition  to  the  Nurses  resi- 
dence was  opened  and  the  nurses  from  the  Medical  Dormitory 
and  the  Service  Building  were  moved  into  the  new  building. 
Half  of  the  second  floor  of  the  Service  Building  was  remodeled 
as  an  additional  dining  room  to  take  care  of  the  increase  in  the 
enrollment  of  the  School  of  Nursing  and  the  nursing  staff  of  the 
St.  Louis  Maternity  Hospital.  The  other  half  of  the  second  floor 
and  the  third  floor  of  the  Service  Building  has  been  partly  occupied 
by  employees  of  Barnes  and  the  St.  Louis  Maternity  Hospitals. 

September  29:  St.  Louis  was  visited  by  a  tornado  shortly 
after  noon,  taking  a  large  number  of  lives  and  injuring  hundreds 
of  people.    The  Hospital,  while  on  the  very  edge  of  the  tornado's 
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path,  fortunately  suffered  only  minor  damages  and  at  once  was 
able  to  put  into  operation  its  facilities  for  caring  for  the  injured. 
By  night  52  injured  had  been  admitted  to  the  Hospital  and 
numerous  others  whose  wounds  were  not  severe  had  received  care. 
Much  credit  is  due  the  entire  personnel  of  the  Hospital  for  their 
untiring  work  for  many  hours  following  the  disaster. 

As  a  part  of  the  Community  Fund's  "Come  and  See"  program 
the  Hospital  had  as  its  guests  at  luncheon,  though  the  expenses 
were  defrayed  by  the  club-members,  the  Rotary  Club  of  St.  Louis 
on  May  5,  1027,  the  South  Side  Kiwanis  Club  on  May  6,  1927, 
and  the  South  Side  Lions'  Club  on  November  17,  1927.  Following 
lunch  the  clubs  held  their  regular  meetings  and  after  brief  talks 
by  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Hospital  they  were  shown  through  the  Hospital.  The 
number  of  guests  at  these  luncheons  totaled  270. 

In  the  fall  of  1927  a  rebuilt  tumbler  dryer  and  two  new  presses 
and  a  rebuilt  flat  work  ironer  were  installed  in  the  laundry  to 
handle  the  increased  work.  To  make  these  installations  it  was 
necessarj^  to  remodel  part  of  the  laundry. 

More  storage  space  for  histories  became  necessary  in  the  record 
room  in  1927  and  new  shelves  were  installed  on  two  walls  of  one 
of  the  rooms.     The  shelves  on  these  walls  extend  to  the  ceiling. 

Much  needed  slate  sinks  were  installed  in  all  the  ward  utility 
rooms  during  1927. 

During  the  winter  of  1926-1927  all  the  ward  beds  and  bedside 
tables  were  painted  and  fifty  sets  of  five-inch  castors  put  on  the 
ward  beds.  Nearly  all  the  beds  are  now  on  these  castors  and  it 
is  hoped  to  equip  the  remaining  beds  in  the  near  future. 

During  the  year  1927  a  signal  system  was  installed  on  all 
porches  so  that  patients  enjoying  the  benefits  of  the  outdoors 
could  signal  for  a  nurse  in  the  ward. 

In  the  summer  season  of  1926  and  1927  the  rooms  on  two  floors 
of  the  Private  Pavilion,  several  semi-private  rooms  and  one  ward 
were  refinished. 

During  1926  and  1927  new  linoleum  flooring  was  placed  in  all 
the  semi-private  rooms. 

During  the  past  two  years  new  window  shades  have  been 
installed  in  all  the  wards  and  most  of  the  semi-private  and  private 
rooms.     As  fast  as  the  remaining  old  shades  wear  out  they  are 
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being  replaced  with  the  new  ones  and  shortly  all  windows  in  the 
Hospital  will  be  provided  with  shades  of  uniform  color. 

During  the  past  two  years,  when  the  weather  permitted,  two 
men  have  been  employed  to  tuck  point  the  buildings  at  needed 
places  to  prevent  rain  driving  through  the  walls  and  injuring  the 
plaster. 

All  windows  and  door-frames  are  being  caulked,  which  will 
prevent  air  from  leaking  in  around  windows  and  doors  and  will 
avoid  drafts,  conserve  heat  and  make  it  unnecessary  to  wash  the 
walls  so  frequently.  A  considerable  portion  of  this  work  has 
been  completed. 

In  our  report  for  the  years  1924  and  1925  we  stated  that  the 
actual  receipts  from  ward  patients  subtracted  from  the  cost  of  their 
care  in  the  Hospital  for  the  year  1925  amounted  to  $209,650.24. 
This  amount  divided  by  the  per  capita  cost  gives  as  the  number 
of  free  days  37,040,  or  an  average  of  102  free  patients  per  day. 

For  the  year  1926  the  cost  of  free  days  arrived  at  by  the  same 
method  was  $208,061.87.  The  number  of  free  days  on  this  basis 
was  37,624  days,  an  average  of  103  free  patients  per  day. 

For  1927  the  loss  obtained  in  the  same  way  was  $217,799.95, 
which  would  pay  for  37,944  free  days,  or  an  average  number  of 
free  patients  each  day  of  104. 

During  the  past  year  the  Hospital  has  received  more  in  endow- 
ments than  in  any  other  year,  but  still  the  chief  need  of  Barnes 
Hospital  is  for  unrestricted  endowments.  The  second  prime  need 
of  the  Hospital  has  been,  and  still  is,  more  pupil  nurses.  It  is 
expected  that  the  fine  addition  to  the  Nurses'  Home  will  greatly 
help  to  relieve  this  need.  However,  the  time  when  the  Hospital 
will  be  able  to  have  all  its  vacancies  in  the  School  of  Nursing  filled 
a  year  ahead,  as  is  the  case  with  some  of  the  more  fortunate 
schools  of  nursing,  is  not,  we  fear,  an  immediate  prospect. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the 
daily  average  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  until  the  year 
1927,  when,  because  of  the  discontinuance  of  the  Maternity 
Service,  the  daily  average  number  of  patients  dropped  to  229 
from  237  the  year  before.  The  total  number  of  days  of  service 
dropped  from  86,749  in  1926  to  83,552  in  1927.  However,  the 
total  number  of  patients  increased  in  1927  to  5,892  while  in  1926 
it  was  5,853.    This  is  evidently  due  to  a  more  rapid  "turn  over" 
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of  patients  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the  average  stay  in  1927 
was  14.2  as  compared  to  14.8  in  1926. 

We  wish  to  record  our  appreciation  of  the  increasing  spirit  of 
co-operation  that  has  been  shown  by  all  the  Hospital  personnel. 
Our  thanks  are  gratefully  extended  to  the  employes  for  the  faithful 
service  which  the  Hospital  has  received  and  to  the  Trustees  we 
are  most  grateful  for  their  loyal  help  and  service.

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Report  of  the  Medical  Service 

Although  the  organization  of  the  medical  service  has  remained 
practically  unchanged,  its  activities  have  greatly  increased. 

Dr.  Olmsted  has  been  developing  a  method  for  the  determination 
of  non-volatile  organic  acids  and  has  devised  a  new  and  much 
simplified  procedure  which  is  applicable  to  the  study  of  the 
excretion  of  these  acids  from  the  animal  body  and  also  to  their 
estimation  in  bacteriological  cultures.  In  the  study  of  dietetics 
it  is  not  enough  to  know  how  much  food  has  been  digested. 
Our  true  object  is  to  find  out  the  amount  which  has  been  ab- 
sorbed. While  it  is  comparatively  easy  to  measure  the  carbo- 
hydrate, fat  and  protein  which  has  been  taken  in,  our  methods  of 
determining  absorption  have  been  notably  incomplete.  Although 
the  quantity  of  protein,  fat  and  carbohydrate  can  be  determined 
in  stools,  the  many  substances  which  may  be  derived  from  bacterial 
action  upon  these  foodstuffs  have  scarcely  been  recognized. 
The  non-volatile  organic  acids  probably  fall  in  this  category. 
Dr.  Olmsted  has  not  only  devised  a  method  but  has  demonstrated 
that  these  acids  under  certain  circumstances  may  be  important 
factors  in  any  calculation  of  food  absorption.  His  work,  therefore, 
has  a  fundamental  bearing  on  any  study  of  under-nutrition  or 
obesity. 

Dr.  Ronzoni  has  investigated  the  carbohydrate  metabolism  of 
obesity,  and  has  found  that  while  there  is  no  qualitative  difference 
in  normal  and  obese  persons,  there  is  a  great  quantitative  differ- 
ence which  may,  in  part,  explain  the  mechanism  of  obesity. 
When  carbohydrate  enters  the  body  it  undergoes  several  changes, 
one  of  which  is  its  transformation  into  fat.  By  means  of  a  de- 
tailed study  of  respiratory  quotients  Dr.  Ronzoni  has  been  able 
to  show  that  in  obese  subjects  the  conversion  into  fat  is  more 
rapid  and  complete.  This  is  one  of  the  very  few  differences  which 
have  ever  been  demonstrated  in  a  comparison  of  metabolism  of 
normal  and  very  fat  subjects.  Its  exact  significance  has  not  yet 
been  determined. 

In  the  chemical  laboratory  Dr.  Ronzoni  and  others  have  been 
making  important  observations  upon  the  metabolic  activity  of 
surviving  mammalian  tissue.  This  has  been  studied  both  by 
means  of  chemical  analysis  of  glycogen,  total  carbohydrate,  glu- 
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cose,  phosphates  and  lactic  acid  and  by  means  of  the  Warburg 
apparatus  which  permits  the  study  of  gaseous  exchange  in  living 
tissue. 

Special  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  the  study  of  glycolysis  or 
the  non-oxidative  breakdown  of  carbohydrate,  a  mechanism  which 
has  great  physiological  importance  inasmuch  as  it  is  intimately 
associated  with  the  mechanism  of  muscular  contraction,  of  growth 
and  perhaps  particularly  of  growth  in  malignant  tumors.  In  this 
laboratory  important  and  original  observations  have  been  made 
on  the  differences  which  exist  in  the  process  of  glycolysis  in  striated 
muscle,  in  smooth  muscle,  in  blood  and  in  cancer.  A  study  has 
been  made  concerning  the  action  of  a  pancreatic  extract  which 
was  first  used  in  the  laboratory  of  Sir  F.  Gowland  Hopkins  at 
Cambridge.  This  is  not  insulin  and  not  trypsin.  It  is  closely 
associated  with  pancreatic  amylase  and  may  possibly  be  identical 
with  it.  The  glycolytic  activity  of  muscle  is  greatly  modified  by 
this  preparation  and  the  glycolysis  of  muscle  extrate  is  completely 
inhibited  by  it.  It  has  no  influence  upon  the  glycolytic  function 
either  of  blood  or  of  cancer  tissue.  By  a  most  painstaking  analysis. 
Dr.  Ronzoni  has  been  able  to  demonstrate  the  essential  reasons 
for  this  difference. 

Dr.  Bulger  has  completed  his  investigation  of  the  mechanism 
of  gastric  secretion.  With  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Duff  Allen  of  the 
Department  of  Surgery,  he  was  able  to  study  simultaneously  the 
conditions  in  the  gastric  vein  and  compare  these  with  the  con- 
ditions in  the  general  circulation.  By  means  of  elaborate  analyses 
of  acid  base  equilibrium  in  the  blood,  he  succeeded,  for  the  first 
time,  in  demonstrating  directly  the  exact  means  by  which  an  acid 
gastric  secretion  may  be  produced  from  an  alkaline  plasma. 

Dr.  Bulger  has  also  done  some  fascinating  work  on  the  disease 
known  as  "milk  sickness"  or  "white  snake  root  poisoning." 
Although  this  condition  has  not  recently  attracted  great  attention, 
it  has  formed  one  of  the  very  interesting  chapters  in  the  medical 
history  of  this  country.  In  the  pioneer  da^'s,  during  the  settle- 
ment of  this  particular  district,  it  caused  an  appalling  loss  of  life. 
Some  outbreaks  swept  away  a  quarter  of  the  population  of  a 
small  community.  History  and  tradition  indicate  that  entire 
villages  were  frequently  abandoned  in  fear  of  this  plague.  Since 
the  middle  of  the  last  century  there  has  been  a  marked  decrease 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  milk-sickness,  although  occasional  epi- 
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demies  still  oeeur.  One  of  these  recently  caused  the  death  of 
several  people  in  Southern  Illinois,  It  is  now  well  established 
that  the  illness  is  caused  by  the  ingestion  of  milk  from  cows 
feeding  on  white  snake  root.  Dr.  Bulger  visited  the  district  where 
the  epidemic  had  occurred  and  collected  some  of  the  white  snake 
root  on  which  the  cows  had  been  grazing.  By  animal  experiments 
he  was  able  to  demonstrate  the  probable  mechanism  of  its 
poisonous  action.  He  also  outlined  a  treatment  which,  if  applied 
promptly,  should  be  effective  in  preventing  future  fatalities.  The 
toxic  principle  has  an  action  which  in  certain  respects  is  not  unlike 
that  of  insulin.  It  causes  a  very  striking  hypoglycemia  from  which 
the  affiicted  individual  will  die  unless  glucose  is  promptly  ad- 
ministered. 

Dr.  Larimore  who  has  been  studying  chronic  colitis  from  a 
clinical  and  roentgenological  standpoint,  has  introduced  a  new 
principle  in  the  management  of  this  baffling  condition.  In  the 
past,  dietetic  measures  for  the  treatment  of  colitis  have  been 
largely  protective.  The  desire  to  avoid  any  possible  irritation  of 
the  bowel  has  been  the  controlling  principle  in  dietetic  manage- 
ment. Diets  have  often  been  ill-balanced  and  extremely  inade- 
quate in  many  essential  features.  Some  of  the  foods  containing 
vitamines,  such  as  tomatoes  and  fruit,  have  been  sedulously 
avoided  and  the  vitamine  content  has  been  generally  neglected. 
Dr.  Larimore  has  been  feeding  to  his  patients  diets  containing 
very  large  amounts  of  vitamines  with  abundant  tomato  juice, 
fruit  juices,  codliver  oil  and  desiccated  brewer's  yeast.  This 
management,  far  from  harming  the  patient,  has  caused  great 
improvement  in  many  and  in  some  has  seemed  to  be  the  effective 
agent  in  establishing  a  cure.  The  beneficial  action  has  been 
graphically  shown  by  a  roentgenological  study  of  the  colon  during 
the  course  of  the  treatment.  By  emphasizing  the  need  of  high 
vitamine  content  in  the  food,  Dr.  Larimore  has  undoubtedly 
added  a  most  important  practical  feature  to  our  therapy. 

The  observations  on  colitis  form  only  a  part  of  a  large  program 
which  Dr.  Larimore  has  undertaken.  Until  recently,  the  roent- 
genological observation  of  the  alimentary  tract  has  been  chiefly 
concerned  with  the  determination  and  elimination  of  anatomical 
changes.  It  is  becoming  more  and  more  evident,  however,  that 
observation  of  the  alimentary  canal  reveals  much  functional 
disturbance,  a  study  of  which  has  important  clinical  uses.     De- 
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tailed  studies  are  being  made  of  tone,  rotation,  dilatation  of  the 
various  parts  of  the  gastrointestinal  tract  in  their  relation  to 
clinical  symptoms. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  Herndon  Smith, 
Dr.  Gorham  was  enabled  to  carry  out  with  Dr.  Stroud  and 
Dr.  Huffman  very  interesting  studies  on  the  chloride  concentration 
and  acidity  of  the  gastric  contents.  This  work  is  a  continuation 
of  Dr.  Gorham's  important  observations  concerning  the  necessary 
conditions  for  accurate  gastric  analysis. 

In  the  Heart  Station  Dr.  Luten  has  been  analysing  the  electro- 
cardiographic phenomena  which  occur  in  hypertensive  and 
arteriosclerotic  heart  disease.  He  has  been  able  to  show  changes 
in  the  electrocardiogram  which  indicate  heart  damage,  much 
earlier  than  shown  by  other  examination.  He  has  also  found 
that  these  characteristic  tracings  resemble  closely  the  serious 
condition  of  bundle  branch  block  and  that  bundle  branch  block 
may  actually  occur,  disappear  and  recur  if  these  cases  are  watched 
over  long  periods. 

In  allergy,  the  work  during  the  past  year  has  largely  followed 
the  lines  of  research  that  were  established  in  this  department  dur- 
ing 1924  and  1925.  These  include  laboratory  experiments  which, 
for  the  most  part,  are  referable  to  some  clinical  aspect  of  allergy. 

The  study  of  localized  allergy  has  been  continued  by  Dr. 
Alexander.  It  had  been  demonstrated  in  this  laboratory  that  in 
certain  animals  which  are  rendered  sensitive  to  foreign  protein 
substances,  the  distribution  of  sensitivity  is  not  uniform,  but  is 
confined  largely  to  particular  organs.  It  is  now  pointed  out  that  a 
similar  condition  occurs  in  man.  The  skin,  which  is  a  susceptible 
organ,  was  studied  from  the  standpoint  of  its  antibody  content 
and  distribution.  These  were  found  to  be  extremely  variable. 
This  has  a  direct  bearing  on  skin-testing  which  is  widely  practiced 
and  modifies  the  interpretation  of  resulting  reactions. 

A  clinical  study  of  the  heart  in  long-standing  asthma  was  re- 
ported by  Drs.  Alexander,  Luten  and  Kountz.  This  showed 
that,  contrary  to  an  age-old  contention,  the  heart  remains  singu- 
larly free  from  damage  in  these  cases.  The  underlying  mechanism 
that  is  responsible  for  this  result  is  being  investigated  by  Drs. 
Smith  and  Alexander  and  Harter.  Direct  pressure  readings 
of  the  right  auricle,  left  carotid  artery  and  the  pleural  cavity  as 
well  as  of  respiratory  volume  are  recorded  simultaneously.     It 
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appears  that  the  right  heart  fills  less  during  the  occurrence  of 
bronchospasm.  Thus  less  work  is  throwTi  upon  the  heart,  a  fact 
which  may  explain  why  the  heart  is  spared  in  asthma. 

Along  the  same  lines,  the  intensive  study  of  the  circulation  of 
patients  during  an  asthmatic  paroxysm  is  being  carried  out  by 
Drs.  Kountz  and  Bulger.  Electrocardiographic  and  teleroent- 
genographic  records,  arterial  and  venous  pressure  readings  and 
determinations  of  the  oxygen  unsaturation  of  arterial  and  venous 
blood  are  made  and  compared  to  similar  readings  taken  between 
attacks.  This  study  is  not  completed  sufficiently  to  warrant 
conclusions  at  this  time. 

Dr.  Alexander  has  begun  a  study  of  urticaria  or  hives.  Based 
on  the  production  of  artificial  wheals  in  dogs  and  the  influence  of 
certain  drugs  upon  them,  the  treatment  of  urticaria  by  the  internal 
administration  of  hydrochloric  acid  was  instituted.  The  clinical 
work  was  carried  on  with  the  co-operation  of  Dr.  Eyermann  and  the 
results  are  suflSciently  striking  to  warrant  an  extensive  investi- 
gation of  the  problem  which  will  be  undertaken  next  year. 

Dr.  Eyermann  who  is  in  charge  of  the  asthma  clinic  of  the 
Out-Patient  Department,  has  reported  a  series  of  cases  of  vasomo- 
tor rhinitis  of  which  foods  rather  than  volatile  matter  were  the 
immediate  causative  agent. 

The  report  of  the  Surgical  Service  will  detail  the  remarkable 
developments  which  have  taken  place  in  this  Hospital  in  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  chest  conditions.  Dr.  Singer  of  the 
department  of  medicine  has  worked  in  the  closest  possible  asso- 
ciation with  Dr  Graham  in  the  chest  clinic.  Dr.  Singer's  diag- 
nostic ability  in  this  field  is  unexcelled.  In  addition  to  the  very 
thorough  methods  which  he  has  had  at  his  command,  he  has 
developed  a  method  for  administering  iodized  oil  by  cannula 
which  makes  it  one  of  the  simplest  of  diagnostic  procedures. 

The  Friday  Staff  conferences  which  were  started  in  1924  have 
developed  and  expanded,  until  they  now  include  all  clinical 
departments  of  the  medical  school.  They  have  been  largely 
attended  by  the  staff  of  Barnes  Hospital,  Children's  Hospital 
and  Maternity  Hospital.  An  unusual  group  of  interesting  and 
important  cases  has  been  presented.  In  these  conferences  there 
have  also  been  shown  new  diagnostic  procedures  and  minor 
contributions  from  the  various  departments. 
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Important  advances  have  been  made  in  the  correlation  of  the 
work  of  the  Hospital  with  Washington  University  Dispensary. 
Several  clinics  are  now  organized  so  that  patients  may  pass  from 
the  Hospital  to  the  dispensary  and  back  again  without  serious 
interruption  in  their  management.  This  has  been  especially  true 
of  the  thyroid  cases  in  which  the  medical,  surgical  and  dispensary 
management  has  been  almost  completely  unified.

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Report  of  the  Surgical  Service 

1926-1927 

The  task  of  writing  a  report  of  this  kind  is  always  made  more 
agreeable  when  it  is  possible  to  record  accomplishments  of  a  kind 
which  denote  progress  towards  an  ideal  goal.  It  is  a  pleasure  to 
be  able  in  this  report  to  record  a  number  of  such  accomplishments. 

In  Euroi)e  the  word  hospital  is  reserved  almost  exclusively  for 
large  charitable  institutions  for  the  care  of  the  sick  poor.  They  are 
usually  connected  with  medical  schools,  and  teaching  and  investi- 
gation into  the  hidden  secrets  of  medicine  are  carried  out  within 
their  walls.  It  is  these  hospitals  which  have  the  great  reputations 
and  whose  names  are  well  known  throughout  the  medical  world. 
For  the  private  patient  who  can  pay  for  his  medical  and  surgical 
care  other  institutions,  known  as  nursing  homes,  exist.  The  idea 
of  an  institution  which  should  admit  both  charitable  and  private 
patients  originated  in  America,  and  this  conception  of  a  hospital 
is  still  practically  imknown  outside  of  America.  At  the  present 
time,  however,  the  vast  majority  of  American  hospitals  are  nursing 
homes  in  the  European  sense.  Of  the  several  thousand  hospitals 
in  this  country,  only  a  few,  perhaps  a  couple  of  dozen  or  so,  have 
made  themselves  conspicuous  either  as  educational  centers  or  as 
institutions  where  important  new  contributions  to  medical  knowl- 
edge have  been  develo])ed.  The  Barnes  Hospital  has  the  enviable 
reputation  of  being  one  of  these  few  institutions.  Throughout 
Europe,  despite  its  brief  existence,  it  is  already  well  known  be- 
cause of  the  im})ortant  discoveries  and  investigative  work  which 
have  been  carried  out  here;  and  even  beyond  Europe,  in  Australia, 
Japan,  China  and  elsewhere  it  is  already  known  to  the  leaders  in 
medicine.  This  rei)utation  should  be  a  source  of  gratification  to 
all  those  who  are  interested  in  the  welfare  and  future  of  the  hospital. 

Some  of  the  work  done  during  the  last  two  years  by  members 
of  the  staff  which  has  attracted  j>articular  attention  has  been  as 
follows:  Dr.  Robert  Elman  has  interested  himself  in  studies  on 
the  pancreas.  He  has  found  the  surprising  fact  that,  in  the  ex- 
perimental animal,  drainage  outside  the  body  of  all  the  pancreatic 
digestive  juice  results  in  death  in  approximately  a  week.  This  is 
an  entirely  new  and  unsuspected  observation.  From  a  clinical 
.standpoint  he  has  had  a  still  more  interesting  result  from  his  work.

He  has  devised  an  entirely  new  and  original  method  of  diagnosing 
diseases  of  the  pancreas  wliich  is  simple  and  accurate.  There  has 
always  been  difficulty  in  accurately  recognizing  severe  acute  de- 
structive changes  in  the  pancreas.  These  changes  also  are  likely 
to  result  in  death  very  quickly,  unless  they  are  treated  by  operation 
but  the  likelihood  of  confusing  them  with  severe  disturbances  of 
the  heart  has  made  surgeons  very  cautious  about  operating  some- 
times when  operations  should  be  undertaken.  Dr.  Elman's  new 
test  will  do  much  to  clear  up  this  confusion,  and  already  in  the 
Barnes  Hospital  it  has  been  the  means  of  saving  some  lives  by 
definitely  establishing  the  diagnosis  of  pancreatic  disease. 

Dr.  Elman  and  Dr.  Olch  have  been  carrying  out  some  very 
important  observations  which  show  that,  even  under  normal 
circumstances,  the  pancreatic  secretion  gets  back  into  the  stomach 
and,  since  the  pancreatic  juice  is  alkaline,  it  helps  to  neutralize 
the  strongly  acid  stomach  secretions.  It  would  seem  also  from 
their  work  that  the  reason  for  the  apparently  great  acidity  of  the 
stomach,  in  case  of  gastric  ulcer,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  pan- 
creatic juice  is  unable  to  get  back  into  the  stomach  in  normal 
amounts  because  of  a  spasmodic,  or  actual,  obstruction  of  the 
pyloric  end  of  the  stomach. 

Dr.  Warren  Cole  and  Dr.  Nathan  Womack  have  been  conducting 
some  very  important  experiments  with  reference  to  the  thyroid 
gland.  It  is  a  curious  fact  that  in  almost  all  postmortem  ex- 
aminations the  thyroid  gland  has  been  practically  neglected  by 
the  pathologist.  Drs.  Cole  and  Womack  have  found  that  when- 
ever there  is  a  serious  infection  or  poisoning  elsewhere  in  the  body 
the  thyroid  gland  is  very  markedly  affected  and  its  reaction  to 
such  a  serious  condition,  as  mentioned  above,  is  of  a  type  similar 
to  the  changes  observed  in  the  thyroid  gland  in  cases  of  exophthal- 
mic goiter.  The  gland  loses  its  iodine  very  quickly,  it  enlarges, 
and  on  microscopic  examination  many  of  the  changes  are  seen 
which  are  observed  in  cases  of  exophthalmic  goiter.  Also,  as  in 
the  case  of  exophthalmic  goiter,  they  find  that  these  changes  can 
be  prevented  by  the  administration  of  iodine.  These  observations 
have  been  regarded  as  of  such  importance  that  they  were  asked 
to  present  them  to  the  American  Medical  Association,  the  Society 
for  the  Study  of  Internal  Secretions,  and  the  Society  for  the 
Control  of  Goiter.  Dr.  Womack  is  particularly  to  be  commended 
on  the  fact  that,  despite  all  the  distractions  which  constantly  come 
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to  the  resident  in  surgery,  he  was  able,  nevertheless,  to  find  time 
to  carry  on  this  work  with  Dr.  Cole. 

Dr.  (^ojiher  carried  out  several  experimental  studies  on  the  gall- 
bladder and  on  other  topics.  This  work  for  the  most  part  concerned 
itself  with  studies  in  the  manner  of  emptying  the  gallbladder. 
The  discovery  of  cholecystography  greatly  stinnilated  discussion 
and  investigation  concerning  the  manner  in  which  the  gallbladder 
empties  itself.  Some  of  this  work  Avas  done  with  Dr.  Shuichi 
Kodama,  who  came  here  from  Japan  as  a  protege  of  Baron  Takaki 
to  spend  two  years  in  the  Department  of  Surgery.  While  here 
Kodama  published  independently  an  important  study  on  the 
lympluitics  of  the  gallbladder,  the  liver  and  the  intestine.  The 
practical  importance  of  this  work  was  that  it  helped  to  explain 
why,  not  infrequently,  there  is  found  a  coincident  ulcer  of  the 
duodenum  with  an  inflanmiation  of  the  gallbladder. 

Dr.  D.  K,  Rose  continued  his  very  important  work  on  the  study 
of  bladder  pressures.  Dr.  Duff  Allen  comi)leted  two  experimental 
studies,  one  on  the  etiology  of  empyema,  and  the  other  on  the 
manner  of  production  of  lung  abscess.  In  the  former  study  he 
showed  that  presence  of  blood  in  the  pleural  cavity  perhaps  always 
precedes  the  development  of  empj'ema.  This  has  obvious  impor- 
tant surgical  implications.  In  the  second  study  he  showed  con- 
clusively that  abscess  of  the  lung  can  be  produced  by  inhalation. 
He  also  showed  why  many  of  the  previous  experimental  studies 
on  this  question  have  resulted  in  failure. 

Dr.  Edwin  P.  Lehman  continued  his  studies  on  fat  embolism. 
Dr.  Edgar  F.  Fincher,  Jr.,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Sachs  began 
an  intensive  microscopic  study  of  brain  timiors  using  some  of 
the  newer  Spanish  methods  of  staining. 

In  connection  with  the  Chest  Service  Dr.  Singer  and  the  writer 
published  several  papers  on  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  various 
diseases  of  the  hmgs,  notably  suppuration  and  tumors  of  the  lung. 

Dr.  Frank  S.  Dolley,  of  California,  who  came  to  spend  a  year 
as  a  voluntary  assistant  in  the  Chest  Service,  after  having  spent 
a  year  in  physiology  at  Yale  and  a  year  in  pathology  and  chest 
surgery  in  Europe,  made  with  Dr.  E.  Robert  Wiese,  of  Penn- 
sylvania, another  voluntary  assistant,  an  interesting  and  im- 
portant study  of  the  effect  of  pneumothorax  on  the  lymphatic 
drainage  of  the  chest.    'I'hey  found  that  the  lymphatic  flow  was 
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very  seriously  impeded  by  the  production  of  a  pneumothorax. 
This  has  many  important  bearings  on  clinical  problems. 

No  better  evidence  of  the  growing  reputation  and  prestige  of 
the  hospital  could  be  obtained  than  the  desire  on  the  part  of  young 
men  from  various  parts  of  the  world  to  come  here  for  study. 
During  the  years  1926-27  the  following  men  arrived  for  various 
prolonged  periods  of  study:  Shuichi  Kodama,  already  mentioned 
above,  came  as  a  protege  of  Baron  Takaki,  of  Tokio,  and  spent 
two  years.  C.  F.  W.  Illingworth,  of  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  came 
here  as  a  fellow  of  the  Association  of  Surgeons  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland  and  stayed  a  year.  He  obtained  his  fellowship  under 
the  direction  and  help  of  Professor  Wilkie  of  Edinburgh,  who 
sent  him  here.  He  in  turn  was  replaced  by  Bruce  Dick,  also  of  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  who  came  on  a  fellowship  of  the  Inter- 
national Health  Board  of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  and  stayed 
eight  months.  Both  Dr.  Illingworth  and  Dr.  Dick  co-operated 
with  Dr.  Gopher  in  some  experimental  studies.  The  work  which 
Dr.  Gopher  and  Dr.  Dick  did  is  particularly  significant  in  that 
they  showed  that  the  blood  from  certain  parts  of  the  portal 
system  strikes  certain  parts  of  the  liver.  The  phenomenon  of 
"stream  lines"  which  is  well  known  to  hydraulic  engineers,  was 
found  by  them  to  occur  in  the  portal  blood.  Previously  it  had 
always  been  supposed  that  the  blood  in  the  portal  vein  was  inti- 
mately mixed  and  that,  therefore,  there  was  no  selective  dis- 
tribution of  it  within  the  liver.  There  is  the  possibility  of  far 
reaching  significance  in  these  results  in  that  they  suggest  that 
j)erhaps  different  parts  of  the  liver  have  different  functions. 
Physiologists  have  generally  considered  the  liver  as  a  single 
organ  with  each  ])art  of  it  having  the  same  function  as  other  parts. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Newing  and  Dr.  J.  G.  Hayden  came  from  Australia 
to  spend  a  period  of  six  months.  They  were  particularly  interested 
in  the  work  of  the  Ghest  Service  and  they  devoted  most  of  their 
time  to  that. 

Dr.  G.  G.  Thomson  came  on  an  International  Health  Board 
Fellowship  from  South  Africa  and  stayed  for  about  four  months. 

Dr.  Frank  S.  Dolley,  from  Galifornia,  and  Dr.  E.  Robert  Wiese, 
from  Pittsburgh,  were  voluntary  assistants  in  the  Ghest  Service, 
each  with  an  interest  and  a  desire  to  learn  our  methods  in  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  chest  diseases. 
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Your  siirgeon-in-chief  was  invited  to  speak  before  the  British 
Medical  Association  in  July,  1926,  on  the  gallbladder,  with  par- 
ticular reference  to  cholecystography.  The  meeting  was  held  at 
Nottingham,  in  the  old  Robin  Hood  country  close  to  Sherwood 
Forest.  It  was  largely  attended  and  this  particular  speaker  was 
ver\'  hospitably  and  kindly  received.  The  method  of  cholecyst- 
ograj)hy,  however,  was  already  in  rather  general  use  throughout 
Great  Britain  at  the  time  of  this  meeting.  Also  in  the  same  July 
he  went  from  England  to  Paris  to  speak  on  Cholecystography 
before  a  large  organization  know^n  by  the  name  of  "Journees 
Medicales  de  France".  This  was  a  new  organization.  In  type 
of  membership  and  in  scope  of  activities  it  closely  resembles  the 
Interstate  Postgraduate  Assembly  of  this  country. 

On  June  7,  1927,  the  St.  Louis  Medical  Society  did  a  very  un- 
usual and  a  much  appreciated  act  when  they  conferred  on  Dr.  Cole, 
Dr.  Copher,  Dr.  Sherwood  Moore  and  your  surgeon-in-chief  a 
gold  medal  and  a  certificate  of  award  for  the  discovery  and  de- 
velopment of  cholecystography. 

The  Barnes  Hospital  entertained  a  number  of  societies  inter- 
ested in  the  surgical  developments  of  this  hospital.  In  December, 

1926,  the  American  Association  of  Neurological  Surgeons  held  its 
meeting  here  as  guests  of  Dr.  Ernest  Sachs.  The  program  ex- 
tending over  two  days  was  furnished  by  Dr.  Sachs  and  Dr.  Klemme 
with  the  assistance  of  several  other  members  of  the  staff.  On 
December  15,  1926,  the  St.  Louis  Association  of  Surgeons  met  here. 
In  the  morning  an  operative  clinic  was  given  for  them  and  in  the 
evening  a  program  dealing  with  some  of  the  newer  research  w^ork 
going  on  in  the  department  was  presented  to  them.  On  January  21, 

1927,  the  Middle  Section  of  the  American  Laryngological, 
Rhinological  and  Otological  Society  met  in  the  hospital. 
Dr.  Sluder  and  Dr.  Lyman  arranged  a  program  for  them.  On 
September  27,  1927,  the  Mississippi  Valley  Conference  on  Tuber- 
culosis came  to  the  Barnes  Hospital  to  attend  a  clinic  on  surgical 
diseases  of  the  chest.  About  100  members  of  this  conference 
stayed  throughout  the  afternoon  and  discussed  with  Dr,  Singer 
and  the  writer  the  various  cases  which  we  had  presented.  On 
November  4  and  5,  1927,  the  Clinical  Surgical  Society  held  its 
regular  fall  meeting  at  the  Barnes  Hospital.  This  organization 
has  about  50  active  members,  composed  of  the  heads  of  various 
surgical  clinics  and  some  others.    In  addition  there  are  about  25 
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senior  members  who  have  passed  out  of  the  active  membership. 
Despite  the  fact  that  they  represent  perhaps  the  most  critical 
group  in  American  surgery  it  is  always  a  great  pleasure  to  enter- 
tain them.  On  this  occasion  only  about  two  hours  were  devoted 
to  operations  and  the  rest  of  the  time  was  devoted  to  the  demon- 
stration of  new  experimental  work  done  in  the  Department 
of  Surgery,  demonstration  of  cases,  etc. 

The  tornado  in  September,  1927,  filled  the  hospital  very  quickly 
with  a  large  number  of  injured  patients.  The  organization  of 
facilities  for  taking  care  of  this  large  number  of  injured  people 
was  due  to  the  splendid  co-operation  of  the  entire  personnel  of 
the  hospital.  The  whole  scene  resembled  very  much  the  sudden 
influx  of  patients  following  the  tornado  in  southern  Illinois  in 
the  spring  of  1925.

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Report  of  the  Obstetrical  Service 

Since  the  report  of  the  Obstetrical  Service  in  Barnes  Hospital 
for  1924  and  1925  was  written  there  have  been  no  marked  changes 
in  the  organization  of  tlie  Department.  In  that  report  it  was 
stated  that  in  July,  ld2i,  the  Department  of  Obstetrics  took  up 
the  development  of  its  own  pathological,  chemical,  bacteriological 
and  serological  laboratories.  The  work  of  these  laboratories  has 
been  developing  favorably  and  has  had  considerable  effect  on  the 
treatment  of  patients  in  the  obstetrical  service.  Particularly, 
outstanding  in  this  direction  are  the  treatments  which  have  been 
followed  out  in  cases  of  early  toxemia  of  pregnancy,  eclampsia  and 
puerperal  infection.  These  procedures  have  become  so  effective 
that  they  have  been  practically  standardized. 

The  treatment  of  the  early  toxemias  of  pregnancy  and  eclampsia 
is  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Wm.  J.  Dieckmann,  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  biochemistry  laboratory.  Through  Dr.  Dieckmann's 
efforts  intravenous  glucose  solution  has  been  used  very  extensively. 
By  careful  preparation  of  the  glucose  solution  and  careful  tech- 
nique in  its  administration,  unfavorable  by-effects  have  been 
practically  eliminated.  Formerly  abortion  was  frequently  recom- 
mended in  the  early  toxemia  of  pregnancy;  it  is  now  seldom 
recommended  and  rarely  {performed.  It  has  only  been  done  in  such 
cases  where  the  patient  has  been  in  a  very  extreme  condition  at 
the  time  of  admission. 

The  conservative  treatment  of  eclampsia  has  been  carried  out 
quite  successfully.  This  is  due  chiefly  to  the  practice  of  using 
magnesium  sulphate  intramuscularly  to  control  the  convulsions  and 
to  the  use  of  intravenous  glucose  solution  to  bring  about  promptly 
a  marked  elimination  of  urine,  in  such  cases  where  this  function 
had  been  almost  entirely  suppressed.  The  use  of  magnesium  sul- 
phate intravenously  had  its  introduction  in  this  country  by  Dr. 
E.  Lee  Dorsett  of  our  staff".  This  drug  had  been  used  abroad  on 
one  or  two  occasions  a  good  many  years  ago  to  control  convulsions 
of  eclampsia,  but  its  use  as  suggested  and  develoi)ed  by  Dr. 
Dorsett  is  entirely  original.  The  use  of  this  drug  with  the  use  of 
copious  amounts  of  glucose  solution  given  intravenously  are 
procedures  which,  if  proi)erly  used,  will  do  much  to  bring  down 
the  mortality  in  the  severer  cases  of  eclampsia. 
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The  Dep.'irtniont  has  given  much  consideration  to  the  prompt 
and  frequent  use  of  blood  transfusions  in  obstetrical  cases.  With 
the  exception  of  cases  of  i)uerperal  infection  indications  for  trans- 
fusions occur  in  our  field  almost  without  exception  as  emergencies. 
A  marked  ante-partum  and  post-partum  hemorrhage  can  occur 
without  warning  and  to  combat  such  conditions  one  must  be 
ready  to  act  immediately.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  citrate 
method  of  transfusion  has  been  adopted  by  the  obstetrical  service 
and  found  so  useful.  Its  technique  of  administration  has  been 
developed  to  such  a  degree  that  reactions  are  only  occasionally 
seen.  The  citrate  method  is  the  simplest  method  of  giving  trans- 
fusions, and,  therefore,  when  acting  in  emergencies  where  blood 
is  needed  quickly,  it  is  the  method  of  choice.  The  donors  for 
such  emergencies  are  usually  members  of  the  student  staff,  who 
are  on  the  obstetrical  service,  an  interne,  or  some  employee  of  the 
institution  who  are  available  at  all  times.  If  relatives  are  present 
and  are  suitable,  they  are  used.  In  the  emergency  we  frequently 
resort  to  the  use  of  a  universal  donor,  a  list  of  these  being  kept  by 
the  resident  obstetrician.  We  are  confident  that  a  number  of 
mothers  have  been  saved  chiefly  by  the  prompt  use  of  a  trans- 
fusion, a  direct  result  of  this  thorough  organization. 

The  outstanding  work  that  has  been  carried  out  during  the  time 
which  this  report  covers  are  the  studies  which  have  been  made 
on  the  bacteriology  of  our  cases  of  puerperal  infection.  Briefly, 
this  work  revealed  that  anerobic  streptococci  played  a  major 
part  in  our  cases  of  puerperal  infection  and  that  the  ordinary 
pyog(Miic  organisms  were  not  such  freauent  offenders.  It  is  inter- 
esting in  this  connection  to  mention  that  Schottmueller,  of 
Hamburg,  Germany,  as  early  as  1910,  called  attention  to  this 
fact.  His  work,  however,  received  practically  Ino  attention  in 
Germany,  and  none  in  England  and  this  country.  Our  work, 
therefore,  is  the  first  real  confirmation  of  the  investigations  of 
Schottmueller  and  may  force  us  to  change  our  views  as  regards 
the  etiology  of  some  types  of  puerperal  infections.  As  these  anaero- 
bic organisms  can  be  found  in  the  normal  vagina,  the  question 
auto-infection  naturally  arises. 

The  increase  in  the  admissions  on  the  obstetrical  service  since 
1921  is  interesting.  In  previous  reports  it  was  shown  that  the 
Obstetrical  Service  had  574  admissions  in  1921;  735  in  1922; 
in  in  1928:  1011  in  1924;  978  in  1925;  in  the  year  1926  the  highest 
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number  of  admissions  was  obtained,  1,090;  in  1927  up  to  August 
15th,  a  period  of  eight  and  one-half  months,  there  were  729 
admissions. 

On  the  15th  day  of  August,  1927,  the  obstetrical  department  was 
moved  from  Barnes  Hospital  to  take  up  its  new  quarters  in  the 
new  St,  Louis  Maternity  Hospital  immediately  east  of  Barnes 
Hospital.  During  the  thirteen  years  of  the  department's  stay  in 
Barnes  Hospital  I  have  been  intimately  connected  with  the  affairs 
of  the  department.  In  this  time,  although  the  number  of  patients 
for  teaching  purposes  was  limited,  we  were  able  to  teach  students 
the  essentials  of  obstetrics  adequately.  We  also  were  able  to 
demonstrate  to  them  much  valuable  and  interesting  material 
dealing  with  abnormal  phases  of  our  subject.  This  was  only  pos- 
sible, however,  as  a  result  of  the  earnest  co-operation  of  the  present 
superintendent  of  the  Hospital.  Since  he  took  up  his  work  in  1917 
he  never  failed  to  allow  the  admission  of  an  obstetrical  emergency 
or  the  admission  of  some  case  which  showed  some  interesting  or 
abnormal  condition,  valuable  particularly  from  the  teaching 
standpoint.  This  was  done  irrespective  of  the  patient's  ability  to 
pay.  This  was  at  times  difficult  because  many  of  these  cases  were 
admitted  to  the  colored  wards  where  the  number  of  beds  in  the 
Hospital  are  quite  limited. 

In  concluding  this  report,  our  former  Chief,  Dr.  Henry  Schwarz, 
and  myself,  as  heads  of  the  department  during  its  stay  in  Barnes 
Hospital,  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation 
to  the  trustees  and  the  superintendent  of  Barnes  Hospital  for  their 
kind  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  department.  This  co-operation 
has  aided  to  a  considerable  degree  in  developing  the  department  of 
obstetrics  to  its  present  status  so  that  it  was  enabled  to  begin  its 
work  in  the  St.  Louis  Maternity  Hospital  as  a  well-developed,  full- 
time  University  Department.

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Report  of  the  Pediatric  Service 

During  1921,  a  Pediatric  Service  was  established  in  the  Barnes 
Hospital  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  assuming  the  medical  care  of 
the  newly  born  infants  delivered  in  the  Obstetrical  wards.  Previous 
to  this  time  the  Obstetrical  service  had  been  responsible  for  the 
care  of  these  infants.  Certain  members  of  the  Department  of 
Pediatrics  of  the  Washington  University  School  of  Medicine  were 
assigned  to  the  Pediatric  Service  of  the  Barnes  Hospital.  The 
Resident  Physician  of  the  St.  Louis  Children's  Hospital  was  as- 
pointed  Resident  Pediatrician  of  the  Barnes  Hospital  and  the 
internes  in  the  St.  Louis  Children's  Hospital  were  assigned  in 
rotation  to  the  newly  born  wards. 

The  plan  was  a  successful  one  from  the  start.  Through  cooper- 
ation of  the  Obstetric  and  Pediatric  Departments,  newly  born  in- 
fants received  careful  supervision.  Infants  suffering  from  serious 
conditions  necessitating  special  treatment  were  transferred  to  the 
St.  Louis  Children's  Hospital  for  further  care. 

On  discharge  from  the  hospital  mothers  living  in  the  adjoining 
districts  were  referred  to  the  Pediatric  Out-Patient  Department 
of  the  Washington  University  where  they  were  able  to  obtain,  at 
regular  intervals,  instructions  in  the  care  of  their  infants.  The 
Pediatric  Service  at  first  assumed  responsibility  only  for  ward 
patients,  but  the  arrangement  proved  so  satisfactory  that  it  soon 
became  the  general  custom  for  Obstetricians  delivering  patients  in 
the  Private  Pavilion  to  request  that  the  newly  born  infants  be 
cared  for  by  members  of  the  Pediatric  staff  from  time  of  birth. 

The  members  of  the  Pediatric  Staff  have,  from  the  outset,  been 
active  in  making  intensive  studies  of  the  care  and  feeding  of  newly 
born  infants  and  as  a  result  of  these  studies  a  number  of  important 
imj)rovements  have  been  made,  especially  in  the  feeding  of  these 
infants.  Studies  have  also  been  made  on  the  causes  of  fever  in  the 
newly  born,  congenital  hydrocephalus,  hemorrhagic  disease  of 
the  newly  born  and  convulsive  disorders. 

With  the  opening  of  the  St.  Louis  Maternity  Hospital  in  Sep- 
tember 1927,  the  Barnes  Hospital  ceased  to  admit  Obstetrical 
patients.  At  the  same  time  the  activities  of  the  Pediatric  staff 
were  transferred  to  the  Maternity  Hospital  and  the  Pediatric  serv- 
ice in  the  Barnes  Hospital  was  discontinued.

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Report  of  the  Physical  Therapeutic 
Department 

The  use  of  physical  remedies  as  an  adjunct  to  the  other  well- 
established  and  recognized  remedies  employed  by  the  physican 
and  surgeon  is  becoming  more  fixed. 

Electro-Therapy,  massage,  exercise,  ultra-violet  radiation  and 
hydro-therapy  are  being  used  more  generally  todaj'^  than  ever 
before. 

The  Physical  Therapeutic  Department  in  Barnes  Hospital  is 
rated  as  one  of  the  finest  and  most  completely  equipped  of  any 
such  department  connected  with  a  hospital  in  the  United  States. 

The  types  of  cases  treated  are  patients  from  Barnes  Hospital, 
Children's  Hospital,  Washington  University  Dispensary  and 
others  sent  in  by  outside  physicians  not  connected  with  the 
hospital.  All  types  of  non-infectious  diseases  are  treated,  but  more 
especially  bone  and  joint  conditions,  including  fractures  and 
arthritis;  the  various  forms  of  paralysis,  neuritis,  and  diseases  of 
nervous  origin. 

The  number  of  treatments  given  by  the  department  has  steadily 
increased,  as  may  be  gleaned  from  the  following  figures:

Report  of  the  Department  of 
Roentgenology 

The  X-ray  Department,  which  was  opened  in  1911,  has  until 
recently  been  operated  as  an  adjunct  of  the  Department  of 
Surgery  of  the  Washington  University  School  of  Medicine,  under 
the  direction  of  a  Chief  Roentgenologist.  In  1927,  the  Director 
was  made  Professor  of  Radiology  of  the  Washington  University 
and  the  X-ray  Department  was  created  an  independent  Depart- 
ment of  the  School  of  Medicine. 

In  this  laboratory,  which  at  present  occupies  quarters  in  the 
Barnes  Hospital  building,  are  treated  patients  from  the  Barnes 
Hospital,  the  St.  Louis  Children's  Hospital,  the  St.  Louis  Maternity 
Hospital  and  the  Washington  University  Dispensary,  and  outside 
patients  who  are  referred  by  members  of  the  staffs  of  the  above 
institutions.  The  laboratory  is  also  used  by  the  School  of  Medicine 
for  experimental  work  in  medicine,  surgery  and  anatomy. 

Statistics  show  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  patients 
examined  and  treated  in  the  X-ray  Department,  which,  with 
2''2,240  patients  during  the  years  1926  and  1927,  has  practically 
reached  the  limit  of  its  capacity.  However,  as  recently  announced, 
through  the  magnanimity  of  the  late  Edward  Mallinckrodt  and 
Edward  Mallinckrodt,  Jr.,  of  this  city,  and  the  Rockefeller 
Foundation,  Division  of  Medical  Education,  the  Department 
expects  to  build,  within  the  near  future,  a  Radiological  Institute 
adjacent  to  the  Barnes  Hospital  which  will  take  care  of  its  in- 
creasing clinical  activities  adequately  and  afford  necessary  pro- 
vision for  scientific  research. 

The  past  year  has  seen  the  perfection  of  the  Graham,  Cole  and 
Copher  method  of  visualization  of  the  gallbladder,  now  known  as 
Cholecystography,  which  procedure  is  carried  on  in  the  X-ray 
laboratory. 

A  large  number  of  charity  patients  is  cared  for  by  this  Depart- 
ment, less  than  7  per  cent  of  the  total  paying  remunerative  fees. 
The  remainder  pay  nominal  fees  or  are  treated  without  charge. 
The  larger  number  of  free  cases  are  cancer  cases. 

The  clinical  features  of  the  laboratory  cover  all  branches  of 
radiology.  Besides  persons  coming  for  general  X-ray  procedures, 
there  were  during  the  past  two  years,  1,700  persons  suffering  from

diseases  of  the  digestive  organs  who  had  examinations  with  the 
barium  meal;  1,200  persons  had  the  Graham,  Cole  and  Copher 
test  for  gallbladder  disease;  500  X-ray  examinations  were  at- 
tended by  surgical  procedures  in  the  X-ray  laboratory;  and  ap- 
proximately 1,600  persons  received  X-ray  therapy  ot  radium 
application  for  malignant  disease  or  lesion  of  the  skin.  A  photo- 
graphic studio  is  conducted  in  connection  with  the  X-ray  labora- 
tory. 

The  staff  of  the  X-ray  Department  includes,  beside  the  Director, 
Dr.  Oscar  C  Zink,  Assistant  Roentgenologist  and  Assistant  in 
Clinical  Surgery;  a  gastroenterologist.  Dr.  Joseph  W.  Larimore, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine  and  Assistant  Physician 
and  Assistant  Roentgenologist  to  the  Barnes  Hospital;  an  assistant 
for  gastroenterology,  Dr.  H.  W.  Wiese,  Assistant  Physician  to  the 
Barnes  Hospital.  The  personnel  also  includes  four  women  tech- 
nicians, two  photographers,  two  secretaries,  a  bookkeeper,  two 
stenographers  and  a  film  clerk.

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Report  of  the  Dental  Department 

Since  our  last  report  was  made  972  patients  have  been  treated  in 
this  Department.  In  the  later  part  of  1927,  a  change  was  made 
whereby  all  new  ward  patients  entering  the  medical  service  undergo 
a  dental  examination  which  consists  of  a  complete  X-ray  exam- 
ination of  all  suspicious  teeth  and  areas  where  teeth  have  been 
extracted.  Special  note  is  made  of  the  condition  of  both  the 
hard  and  soft  structures  of  the  oral  cavity. 

In  cases  where  treatment  is  necessary  the  patient  is  advised  and 
treatment  is  given  upon  the  consent  of  the  patient  either  at  the 
Hospital  or  referred  to  the  family  dentist.  The  time  required  for 
this  work  varies  from  two  half  days  or  more  per  week  together 
with  numerous  emergency  calls  which  are  always  promptly  at- 
tended to.  All  the  examining  and  operating  is  done  by  an  Exodon- 
tist  and  two  Dentists  who  are  constantly  in  touch  with  the  other 
Departments  to  determine  the  best  procedure  in  each  case. 

We  now  have  a  dentist  operating  every  morning  in  the  Dispen- 
sary which  has  been  a  great  help  both  to  the  patient  and  physician 
as  well  who  formally  had  to  send  all  Dental  cases  to  the  Dental 
College,  29th  and  Locust  Streets,  This  work  in  the  Dispensary  will 
be  discontinued  in  the  Fall  of  1928,  as  the  new  Dental  College  which 
is  under  construction  opposite  the  dispensary  will  be  comj)leted 
and  all  cases  for  dental  treatment  will  be  referred  directly  to  the 
Dental  College. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and 
Drs,  Joedicke  and  Martine  for  their  faithfullness,  loyalty  and 
interest  in  the  work.

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Report  of  the  Washington  University 
School  of  Nursing 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  accomplishments  of  the  school  of 
nursing  during  the  past  year  has  been  the  building,  equipping  and 
opening  of  a  large  wing  to  the  nurses  residence  which  now  ade- 
quately houses  the  students  and  faculty  of  the  school  of  nursing 
and  the  graduate  personnel  of  the  affiliating  hospitals.  Another 
important  event  in  the  school's  history  has  been  the  completion  of 
the  Maternity  Hospital,  which  has  made  possible  exceptional 
opportunities  in  the  teaching  of  obstetrical  nursing.  Last  autumn, 
a  class  of  sixty-six  (the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  school),  was 
admitted;  an  encouraging  fact  as  it  seems  to  indicate  that  young 
women  are  beginning  to  realize  the  advantages  offered  by  a  school 
connected  with  a  university  and  with  hospitals  offering  such 
splendid  facilities  as  ours. 

The  need  for  larger  living  quarters  for  our  personnel  had  been 
keenly  felt  for  sometime,  and  the  nursing  service  in  the  hospital  has 
been  greatly  handicapped  because  of  this  lack.  During  the  school 
year — 1926  and  1927 — the  School  of  Medicine  rented  its  men's 
dormitoroy  to  us  as  a  temporary  measure.  Through  these  facilities, 
we  were  able  to  house  a  large  number  of  our  graduate  nurses; 
otherwise,  these  young  women  would  have  had  to  secure  rooms  in 
the  neighborhood.  The  new  addition  to  our  residence  gives  total 
accommodations  for  three  hundred  and  eighty-five  people. 

On  the  first  day  of  October,  the  entire  building  was  filled,  with 
the  exception  of  the  guest  room;  besides  our  students  and  grad- 
uates, we  had  twenty-five  roomers — women  medical  students, 
social  workers,  student  dietitians,  special  nurses  and  others.  We 
have  had  many  requests  for  rooms  which  we  have  been  unable  to 
meet.  Our  roomers  have,  therefore,  helped  to  defray  some  of  the 
extra  expense  of  opening  the  addition 

Mrs.  LaBeaume  and  her  committee  have  been  most  helpful  in 
the  work  of  equipping  the  residence.  They  assisted  in  the  selection 
of  the  furnishings  and  have  given  many  hours  of  time  in  conference 
over  types  of  furniture,  hangings,  etc.  Some  of  them  have  made 
important  donations  of  furniture,  mirrors,  and  other  articles 
which  have  added  greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the  home.  Several 
paintings,  loaned  by  the  Art  Museum,  have  been  used  in  the  library 
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and  lounge.  The  Alumnae  of  the  school  presented  a  baby-grand 
piano  which  was  most  joyfully  received  and  appreciated  by 
everyone. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  George  Carpenter  and  Miss 
Sarah  Tower,  the  grounds  about  the  building  have  been  land- 
scaped and  will  be  planted  with  trees  and  shrubs  which  will  make 
an  attractive  lawn. 

Mr.  Trueblood,  the  architect,  has  taken  unusual  interest  in 
working  out  many  of  the  details  which  have  made  for  the  comfort 
and  welfare  of  the  residents.  The  results  obtained  are  very  satis- 
factory and  the  friends  who  visit  us  are  most  complimentary. 

The  formal  opening  of  the  residence  was  held  on  the  26tli  of 
November  and  Mr.  Edwin  R.  Embree  of  the  Rockefeller  Founda- 
tion was  the  speaker  of  the  evening.  A  goodly  number  of  visitors 
were  present  and  were  taken  through  the  building. 

Both  students  and  graduates  seem  very  hap])y  in  their  new 
quarters.  Not  only  are  the  individual  rooms  comfortable  and  at- 
tractive but  there  is  ample  space  for  recreation  of  various  kinds. 
There  is,  perhaps,  no  part  of  the  building  more  enjoyed  than  the 
library  where  one  may  read  and  study  in  a  peaceful  and  delightful 
atmosphere.  The  demonstration  room  is  greatly  ap])reciated  by  the 
instructors  who  are  teaching  nursing  practice;  also  the  dietetics 
laboratory  has  solved  our  problems  for  teaching  cookery  and  diet 
in  disease. 

The  offices  for  the  scliool  of  nursing  have  been  established  in  the 
new  building  and  are  proving  most  satisfactory  as  the  office  work 
of  the  school  has  been  separated  from  that  of  the  Barnes  Hos- 
pital nursing  service;  thus  avoiding  the  confusion  of  the  two 
which  formerl}'^  existed. 

An  honorary  sorority,  the  Sigma  Theta  Tau,  was  organized  in 
February,  1927.  This  sorority  was  started  at  the  Indiana  Univer- 
sity School  of  Nursing.  Only  those  students  who  have  a  scholastic 
standing  of  87%  and  above  arc  considered.  They  must  also  make 
the  same  grade  in  nursing  practice  and  come  up  to  certain  stand- 
ards of  i)rofessionality  and  school  spirit  before  they  are  eligible. 
Eighteen  students  met  the  requirements  at  the  time  of  organiza- 
tion and  two  others  were  added  at  the  end  of  the  spring  term.  We 
trust  that  this  organization  will  be  a  means  of  raising  the  scholar- 
ship of  the  school  and  of  developing  a  finer  school  spirit  within 
the  school. 
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In  August,  the  St.  Louis  Maternity  Hospital  was  opened  and  the 
nursing  service  in  obstetrics  was  transferred  from  Barnes  Hospital. 
As  the  building  is  thoroughly  modern  and  well  equipped  in  every 
M  ay,  the  students  receive  their  obstetrical  training  under  the  most 
favorable  conditions.  Miss  Nell  Sims,  who  was  in  charge  of  this 
service  in  Barnes  Hospital,  was  appointed  Assistant  Superintend- 
ent of  Nurses  at  the  Maternity  Hospital. 

On  October  1st,  1927,  an  assistant  to  the  director,  Mrs.  Myrtle 
Funsch  Welch,  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  nursing  in  the 
Dispensary.  Mrs.  Welch  is  an  experienced  public  health  nurse; 
and  the  plan  is  to  develop  the  excellent  educational  opportunities 
which  exist  for  student  nurses  in  the  Dispensary,  especially  along 
the  lines  of  })reventive  and  public  health  nursing. 

The  school  was  greatly  benefited  by  the  assistance  of  jNIiss 
Lucille  Osborne,  Assistant  Physical  Director  at  the  College,  who 
served  as  physical  and  social  director  during  the  years  of  1925-26. 
An  Athletic  Association  was  formed  and  other  school  activities 
were  stimulated  and  supervised.  Miss  Osborne  resigned  last  Fall 
and,  since  her  resignation,  the  physical  training  work  of  the  school 
has  been  carried  on  by  such  hourly  .service  as  could  be  given  by 
Miss  Gladys  Foster  of  the  Hydrotherapy  Department,  who  is  a 
graduate  in  i)hysical  education.  One  of  the  most  serious  problems, 
which  confront  us  at  present,  is  that  of  securing  a  full  time  director 
to  take  charge  of  the  physical  and  social  activities  of  the  school. 

Miss  Lucy  C.  Martin,  a  graduate  of  the  school,  was  appointed  a 
member  of  the  faculty  to  do  the  publicity  work  for  the  school  for 
the  year  1927-1928.  She  is  making  many  important  contacts 
throughout  the  state. 

During  the  two  years,  over  two  thousand  requests  for  literature 
concerning  the  school  have  come  to  us,  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine 
applicaticms  have  been  received;  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  of 
which  have  been  accepted.  Of  this  number,  one  hundred  and 
thirty-one  students  have  entered  the  school.  During  this  period, 
twenty  students  have  resigned  and  fourteen  have  been  dropped. 
At  the  regular  university  commencement  in  1926,  twenty-five 
students  were  graduated;  in  1927,  thirty-six  were  graduated  and 
one  student  received  in  addition  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
Nursing.  (She  had  completed  the  college  requirements  for  the 
degree  before  entrance  to  the  school  of  nursing.)  There  are,  at 
present  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  students  in  the  school  of 
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nursing  taking  the  three  year  course  and  fifteen  carrying  the  five 
year  program. 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  needs  for  the  school  is  an  endow- 
ment for  its  educational  work  and  for  a  course  in  public  health 
nursing,  which  is  a  part  of  our  five  year  program.  Many  of  the 
young  women  who  desire  to  enter  the  five  year  course,  do  so  be- 
cause they  wish  to  go  into  some  phase  of  public  health  work.  Our 
degree  course  will  not  continue  to  grow  unless  such  a  course  can  be 
established.  The  financial  strain  of  the  educational  program  is  a 
burden  to  the  hospitals,  and  should  be  relieved  by  an  endowment. 
If  the  Washington  University  School  of  Nursing  is  to  make  real 
progress  and  is  to  rank  among  nursing  schools  as  our  medical 
school  ranks  among  medical  schools,  an  endowment  must  be 
secured  in  the  very  near  future. 

Miss  Ruth  Kittinger,  Assistant  Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing 
and  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Nurses  of  Barnes  Hospital,  re- 
signed June  1926,  after  two  years  of  highly  satisfactory  service. 
Miss  Dorothy  Rogers,  a  graduate  of  Wellesley  College  and  of  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  Chicago,  was  appointed 
to  succeed  her.  Miss  Rogers  has  also  had  special  work  in  adminis- 
tration at  Teachers  College,  Columbia  University,  and  has  brought 
to  the  hospital  not  only  a  good  background  of  preparation  but  a 
wealth  of  good  sense  and  judgment.  In  July  1927,  she  was  ap- 
pointed Assistant  Professor  of  Nursing.  She  has  assumed  the 
burden  of  the  nursing  service  of  the  hospital. 

The  nursing  service  in  Barnes  Hospital  has,  during  the  past  two 
years,  been  greatly  stabilized  by  a  more  permanent  graduate  staff. 
The  character  of  the  work  has,  therefore,  improved  considerably. 
No  floor  duty  nurses  coming  in  by  the  day  are  now  being  employed. 
This  has  reduced  the  expense  of  graduate  service  to  the  hospital. 
As  more  students  have  been  assigned  to  the  wards,  the  number 
of  graduates  has  been  reduced. 
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The  nursing  staff  in  Barnes  Hospital,  January  1st,  1928, 
consists  of  the  following :

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Report  of  the  Washington  University 
Dispensary 

During  the  past  two  years  there  hav^e  been  no  outstanding 
changes  in  the  conduct  of  the  dispensary,  which  serves  as  the  out- 
patient department  of  the  Barnes  Hospital,  the  St.  Louis  Children's 
Hospital  and  the  St.  Louis  Maternity  Hospital.  The  Jewish  Hos- 
pital, having  established  its  own  out-patient  department,  is  no 
longer  served  by  our  dispensary. 

The  dispensary  is  conducted  by  an  executive  committee  con- 
sisting of  the  heads  of  the  various  clinical  departments  of  the 
school  and  the  hospitals,  and  its  administration  is  in  the  hands  of  a 
superintendent  appointed  by  the  dean  of  the  Washington  Uni- 
versity School  of  Medicine. 

The  functions  of  the  dispensary  are  prinuirily,  the  training  of 
medical  students  and  nurses  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
diseases  in  ambulatory  patients  and  for  supplying  our  teaching 
hospitals  with  clinical  material.  It  is  necessary  therefore,  to  limit 
the  patients  to  such  a  number  as  can  be  adequately  taken  care  of. 
In  some  of  the  departments  notably  in  medicine  and  oto-laryng- 
ology,  the  appointment  system  has  been  established,  in  order  to 
carry  out  this  plan.  While  this  has  tended  to  reduce  the  number  of 
patients  somewhat,  it  has  on  the  whole,  proven  very  successful. 

Admission  hours  are  daily  from  9:00  to  10:00  and  from  1:00  to 
2:30.  The  registration  fee  at  the  present  time  is  fifty  cents  for 
each  visit.  This  fee  was  omitted  in  46,566  cases  in  1026,  and  in 
43,495  in  1927.  Other  charges  are  made  for  anaesthetics,  plasters 
casts,  drugs  and  Xrays.  These  charges  have  also  been  omitted  by 
the  superintendent  whenever  it  has  been  satisfactorily  shown  that 
the  patient  was  unable  to  pay  them.

More  room  for  expansion  and  to  relieve  the  already  crowded 
condition  in  some  of  the  clinics  is  an  urgent  need.

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Report  of  Hospital  Social  Service 
for  Barnes  Hospital 

Definite  progress  in  hospital  social  service  during  1926  and  1927, 
has  been  made  along  educational  lines.  In  the  Fall  of  1925,  a 
Department  of  Social  Work  was  established  by  Washington 
University  under  the  leadership  of  Professor  Frank  J.  Bruno  and 
this  department  was  asked  to  organize  the  course  in  medical  social 
work.  This  m  as  planned  with  the  cooperation  of  Dean  Marriott  of 
the  Medical  School  who  asked  a  number  of  doctors  to  give  the 
necessary  medical  lectures.  The  students  taking  the  course  were 
assigned  to  the  social  service  department  for  practice  work  super- 
vision. This  has  meant  the  teaching  of  social  case  work  technique 
in  the  wards  of  Barnes  Hospital.  This  is  quite  in  keeping  with  the 
spirit  of  the  hospital  which  has  always  emphasized  education  and 
training  as  one  of  its  major  functions.  While  the  number  of 
medical  social  students  has  been  small,  it  is  confidently  expected 
their  number  will  be  increased  from  year  to  year. 

Another  development  along  educational  lines  has  been  the  ex- 
tension of  work  with  the  pupil  nurses  in  the  Washington  Uni- 
versity School  of  Nursing.  The  Director  of  the  School  and  the 
Director  of  Hospital  Social  service  were  invited  by  the  Rockefeller 
Foundation  in  December,  1926,  to  visit  the  Yale  School  of  Nursing 
in  order  to  study  and  observe  their  educational  methods.  Following 
this  visit,  plans  were  formulated  to  give  a  fifteen  hour  course  in  the 
case  study  method  to  the  students  in  their  Freshman  year.  Ten 
hours  of  this  course,  five  in  theory  and  five  in  case  discussion  and 
field  visits,  are  given  by  social  service.  This  is  in  addition  to  the 
fifteen  hour  course  in  the  Social  Aspects  of  Disease  which  is  given 
during  the  Junior  year.  Both  courses  are  under  the  direction  of  the 
Associate  Director,  Miss  Ruth  E.  Lewis.  The  social  workers  also 
hold  conferences  with  the  nurses  reporting  and  interpreting  the 
social  factors  which  the  nurses  nuist  consider  in  writing  their  case 
histories  of  patients  assigned  to  them. 

The  social  case  histories  incorporated  as  part  of  the  hospital 
records  by  the  medical  service  of  Barnes  Hospital  were  described 
in  the  last  annual  report.  This  same  i)ractice  is  being  followed  with 
selected  cases  on  the  neuropsychiatric  service. 
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The  removal  of  the  four  social  workers  assigned  to  the  medical 
service  from  an  office  in  the  corridor  connecting  Washington 
University  Dispensary  and  Barnes  Hospital  to  an  office  located 
near  the  medical  wards  of  the  hospital,  has  proved  to  be  of  inesti- 
mable value  in  promoting  the  functioning  of  these  workers  as  an 
integral  part  of  this  hospital  service.  The  accessibility  of  the 
office  affords  opportunity  for  frequent  conferences  with  residents, 
internes,  and  nurses,  as  well  as  staff  men  and  administrators.  The 
problem  of  overcrowding  is  a  serious  one  and  it  is  hoped  that 
additional  space  may  soon  be  afforded.  It  would  be  a  distinct 
advantage  also  if  the  surgical  workers  could  be  nearer  the  surgical 
wards. 

Following  the  tornado  which  wrought  such  havoc  in  St.  Louis  on 
September  29,  1927,  the  social  service  staff  was  asked  by  the  Red 
Cross  to  assume  responsibility  for  all  injured  persons  treated  in 
hospitals  where  there  was  no  social  service  department,  or  where 
the  department  was  too  small  to  undertake  the  work.  By  the 
evening  of  the  following  day,  the  Red  Cross  had  been  furnished 
with  the  names  and  diagnoses  of  these  patients.  The  hospitals 
were  frequently  visited  to  see  that  every  patient  upon  discharge 
had  adequate  clothing,  housing  facilities  and  maintenance.  Med- 
ical follow-up  when  indicated  was  also  undertaken.  The  Director 
and  a  staff  worker,  Miss  Fern  Searls,  were  loaned  to  the  Red  Cross 
for  the  rehabilitation  work  covering  a  period  of  three  and  a  half 
months. 

Social  statistics  of  the  patients  in  Barnes  Hospital  have  never 
been  separated  from  those  treated  in  Washington  University  Dis- 
pensary, St.  Louis  Children's  Hospital  and  St.  Louis  Maternity 
Hospital.  The  social  service  staff  has  carried  in  these  four  medical 
institutions  social  responsibility  for  6,076  patients  in  1926,  and 
4,253  in  1927.  From  the  Washington  LIniversity  Dispensary  there 
have  been  hospitalized  in  Barnes  Hospital  1527  patients  in  1926, 
and  1384  in  1927.  This  latter  figure  has  undoubtedly  been  de- 
creased by  the  transfer  of  all  obstetrical  patients  with  the  opening 
of  the  St.  Louis  Maternity  Hospital  in  August,  1927.

In  October,  1927,  we  returned  our  loan  of  Foreign  Language 
books  to  the  St.  Louis  Public  Library.  This  group  was  the  last  of 
our  loan  from  the  Traveling  Library  Department  and  as  they  were 
being  issued  rather  infrequently  it  seemed  best  to  put  them  back 
into  circulation. 

There  has  been  a  decided  increase  in  the  number  of  magazines 
issued  to  patients.  Figures  cannot  be  quoted,  however,  as  we  do 
not  charge  magazines,  neither  do  we  catalogue  them. 

The  Hospital  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  volunteers 
for  their  services;  also  to  its  friends  for  the  donations  of  books, 
magazines,  and  subscriptions  to  the  Saturday  Evening  Post, 
Ladies  Home  Journal,  Good  Housekeeping  and  Harper's  Bazar. 
The  affiliation  with  the  St.  Louis  Public  Library  is  also  appre- 
ciated.

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Report  of  the  Chaplain 

The  duties  of  the  Chaplain  are  many  and  varied. 

Services  are  held  each  Sunday  at  3:00  P.  M.  in  the  Robert  A. 
Barnes  Memorial  Chapel  which  is  located  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
main  building.  We  preach  unto  them  the  gospel  of  hope,  cheer  and 
life  eternal.  Men  and  women  of  every  creed  and  faith  and  of  no 
creed  and  no  faith  attend  these  services  and  are  helped  mentally, 
physically  and  spiritually.  The  number  at  these  services  is 
gauged  by  the  number  of  patients  sufficiently  convalescent  to  be 
present. 

The  Chaplain  has  in  mind  every  patient,  and  feels  that  every 
patient  has  a  claim  upon  his  time,  therefore,  he  seeks  opportunities 
to  minister  to  all  who  need  that  which  is  within  his  power  to  give. 

During  the  course  of  a  year  thousands  of  bed-side  visits  are  made 
to  patients  in  wards,  semi-private  and  private  rooms  and  whatever 
may  be  their  need,  mental,  physical  or  spiritual,  that  need  is 
provided,  if  possible. 

The  Chaplain  attends  the  District  and  Annual  Conferences  of 
Missouri  and  is  given  ample  time  to  present  the  claims  of  Barnes 
Hospital  and  the  Nurses  Training  School  of  Washington  Univer- 
sity, which  is  an  affiliated  institution  with  the  hospital. 

The  religious  and  secular  press  have  given  much  space  to  our 
campaign  of  publicity,  and  platform  and  pulpit  have  been  used  in 
presenting  the  merits  of  Barnes  Hospital  and  the  Nurses  Training 
School.  We  feel  that  good  has  resulted  from  thus  acquainting  the 
public  with  the  character  and  scope  of  work  being  done.  Student 
nurses  have  been  secured  and  the  attention  of  men  and  women, 
with  means,  called  to  the  need  of  a  larger  endowment  and  more 
student  nurses.  The  student  nurse  receives  the  greater  part  of  her 
practical  training  in  Barnes  Hospital. 

Through  the  Annual  Golden  Cross  Enrollment  campaign  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  Missouri,  the  Chaplain  is 
seeking  to  raise  funds  to  help  care  for  worthy  sick  poor  who  need 
hospitalization.

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Nurses  Home  Agreement 

THIS  AGREEMENT,  entered  into  this  first  day  of  July,  1926,  by  and 
between  Washington  University,  a  corporation  existing  by  virtue  of  a 
special  act  of  Legislature  of  Missouri,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
University,  Frank  C.  Rand,  John  W.  Fristoe  and  Xenophon  P.  Wilfley, 
Trustees  of  Barnes  Hospital,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Will  of  Robert 
A.  Barnes,  deceased,  for  themselves  and  their  successors  in  trust, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  Barnes  Hospital,  The  St.  Louis  Children's 
Hospital,  a  corporation  created  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Missouri,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  Children's  Hospital,  and  St.  Louis 
Maternity  Hospital,  a  corporation  created  under  the  laws  of  Missouri, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  Maternity  Hospital. 

WITNESSETH  THAT: 

WHEREAS,  it  is  desirable  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  and 
management  of  the  Nurses  Home  now  located  on  property  of  the 
University  adjacent  to  said  Hospitals,  and  to  provide  for  the  erection, 
maintenance  and  management  of  a  new  Nurses  Home  to  meet  the 
increased  demand  for  nurses  of  the  parties  hereto;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  University  has  been  and  is  now  conducting  a  School 
for  Nursing  for  the  purpose  of  educating  and  training  nurses,  for  its 
medical  department  and  who,  during  their  training,  serve  in  said 
Hospitals;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  desirable  to  make  proper  provision  for  the  conduct 
of  said  school  and  the  maintenance  and  management  of  said  Nurses 
Homes  and  the  apportionment  of  the  expenses  incident  thereto: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  the 
promises  and  agreements  herein  made  by  each  of  the  parties  hereto, 
it  is  hereby  agreed  as  follows: 

I.  The  University  agrees  that  it  will  forthwith  proceed  to  erect  a 
New  Nurses'  Home,  with  quarters  for  nurses  and  school  rooms  for  the 
School  of  Nursing,  adjoining  the  present  structures  used  as  Nurses' 
Homes  on  Kingshighway  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  to  equip 
and  furnish  the  same  complete  for  occupancy  and  to  maintain  and 
operate  the  same  in  conjunction  with  the  existing  structures  so  used. 

II.  The  Hospitals,  parties  hereto,  severally  covenant  and  agree 
that  the  nursing  staff  of  their  respective  hospitals  shall  at  all  times 
be  drawn  from  the  nurses'  staff  and  students  of  the  said  School  of 
Nursing,  supplemented  only  by  such  additional  graduate  nurses  and 
other  employees  as  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time  because  of 
the  insufficient  number  of  nurses  or  students  in  said  School  of  Nursing. 

III.  The  University  agrees  that  the  Medical  Staff  of  its  vSchooI  of 
Medicine  shall  teach  and  give  the  necessary  instruction  in  the  medical 
sciences  and  various  branches  of  clinical  medicine  in  said  Hospitals, 
said  School  of  Nursing  or  in  the  Medical  School  Building  of  Washing- 
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ton  University,  to  the  nurses  and  those  who  are  in  training  to  become 
nurses,  free  of  charge  to  said  Hospitals  and  without  expense  to  said 
School  of  Nursing. 

IV.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  and  excluding  any  ex- 
penses for  instruction  by  members  of  the  medical  staff  of  the  School 
of  Medicine,  each  of  said  Hospitals  agrees  to  pay  to  the  University 
such  pro  rata  share  of  all  other  expenses  incurred  in  the  maintenance 
and  operation  of  the  School  of  Nursing  and  of  the  several  Nurses' 
Homes,  including  a  charge  of  6'  c  on  the  cost  of  all  buildings,  furnish- 
ings and  equipment — no  charge  to  be  made  for  ground  rental — as  the 
number  of  nursing  days  of  its  student  nursing  staff  bears  to  the 
whole  number  of  student  nursing  days  of  all  the  parties  hereto. 
Monthly  payments  shall  be  made  by  the  parties  hereto  of  the  amounts 
owing  by  them  respectively  under  this  Section. 

V.  (a)  The  parties  hereto  agree  that  said  School  of  Nursing  and 
said  Nurses'  Home  shall  be  conducted  and  controlled  in  the  following 
manner:  There  is  hereby  established  a  Board  to  be  known  as  the 
Administrative  Board,  which  shall  have  charge  of  said  School  of 
Nursing  and  shall,  subject  to  approval  by  the  University,  make  and 
enforce  all  proper  rules  and  regulations  for  the  conduct  and  manage- 
ment of  said  School,  except  that  the  requirements  in  the  medical 
sciences  and  the  several  branches  of  clinical  medicine  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the  University's  School  of  Medicine, 
and  that  all  requirements  as  to  instruction  requisite  to  procure  a 
degree  from  the  University  shall  likewise  be  determined  and  pre- 
scribed by  said  Medical  Faculty. 

Said  Administrative  Board  shall,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  Hospitals,  select  and  remove  the  Director  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  and  the  members  of  the  teaching  staff  other  than 
those  designated  by  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the  University  for  the 
instruction  which  the  University  hereby  assumes. 

Said  Administrative  Board  shall  also  have  charge  of  and  conduct 
the  Nurses'  Home,  either  directly  or  by  such  committee  or  committees 
as  it  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

The  Administrative  Board  shall  be  constituted  as  follows: 
The  Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing  (ex  officio) ; 
The  Dean  of  the  School  of  Medicine  (ex  officio); 
The  Superintendents  of  the  Hospitals  (ex  officio); 
Two  members  of  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the  School  of  Medicine, 

to  be  appointed  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  University; 
One  member  of  the  Faculty  of  Liberal  Arts   of  the   University 

to  be  appointed  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  University; 
One  or  two  members  of  the  Women's  Advisory  Committee  of  the 

Nurses'  Home,  to  be  appointed  by  said  Chancellor; 
And  such  others  as  may  from  time  to  time  seem  advisable. 
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(b)  Inasmuch  as  each  of  the  parties  to  this  contract  has  a:*reed  to 
pay  its  pro  rata  cost  of  maintaining  said  School  of  Nursing  and  said 
Nurses'  Home,  it  is  mutually  agreed  that  there  shall  be  a  Board  of 
Control  consisting  of  two  representatives  of  each  party  to  this  con- 
tract, which  Board  shall  prepare  and  establish  the  annual  budget  and 
determine  the  amount  to  be  expended  each  year  in  conducting  and 
maintaining  the  School  of  Nursing  and  the  Nurses'  Home,  of  which 
amount  the  several  parties  hereto  agree  to  bear  their  pro  rata  shares  as 
above  stated.  The  voting  power  of  the  respective  representatives  of  said 
Board  of  Control  shall  be  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  amount  paid 
by  the  parties  hereto  for  operation  and  maintenance  as  above  set  forth 
for  the  preceding  calendar  year,  except  that  no  institution  shall  exer- 
cise more  than  50',^  of  the  voting  control.  The  expense  to  be  provided 
for  by  the  annual  budget  shall  include  the  following  items,  but  this 
enumeration  shall  not  be  construed  to  exclude  other  proper  items 
of  expense,  viz. : 

(a)  Board  and  laundry  of  the  Staff  of  the  School  of  Nursing,  and  of 

the  student  nurses. 

(b)  Salaries  of  the  Staff  of  the  School  of  Nursing  and  of  the  employ- 

ees of  said  School  and  of  the  Nurses'  Home. 

(c)  Necessary  supplies  for  the  student  nurses  and  for  the  Nurses' 

Homes. 

(d)  Cost  of  care  of  sick  nurses  and  sick  members  of  the  Staff  of  the 

School  of  Nursing. 

(e)  Cost  of  operation  including  light,  heat,  power,  water,  gas,  etc.,  of 

maintenance  and  repairs  of  the  several  Nurses'  Homes  and 
grounds  appurtenant  thereto;  all  Insurance  on  said  build- 
ings, equipment  and  furnishings,  and  all  special  assessments 
against  said  real  estate  for  street  sprinkling  and  street  im- 
provements, etc. 

(f)  Interest  at  six  (6%)  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  cost  of  said 

buildings,  equipment  and  furniture,  exclusive  of  the  value  of 
the  land.  As  to  the  Homes  heretofore  erected,  this  item  shall 
be  figured  at  six  per  centum  per  annum  from  January  1,  1925. 

The  power  hereby  conferred  upon  said  Board  of  Control  is  limited  to 
providing  for  the  expenses  incident  to  operating  and  maintainnig  the 
School  of  Nursing  and  the  Nurses'  Homes  only  insofar  as  the  several 
parties  hereto  are  all  interested  therein;  but  said  Board  has  no  power 
to  provide  for  expenditures  authorized  and  to  be  paid  by  the  Univer- 
sity alone  for  developing  instruction  in  Public  Health  Nursing  and 
other  projects  in  which  the  Hospitals,  parties  hereto,  are  not  directly 
interested. 

VI.  The  Director  of  said  School  of  Nursing  shall  also  be  employed  by 
each  Hospital  that  is  a  party  hereto,  as  its  Superintendent  of  Nurses, 
and  said  Director  shall,  in  the  performance  of  duties  as  Superintend- 
ent of  Nurses  in  such  Hospital,  be  subject  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  or 
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Managers  of  such  Hospital  and  shall  act  under  the  direction  of  the 
Superintendent  of  such  Hospital;  and  this  provision  applies  to  any  of 
the  Staff  of  said  School  while  employed  in  nursing  duties  in  any  of 
said  hospitals. 

In  order  that  there  may  be  the  closest  co-operation  between  the 
Staff  of  the  School  of  Nursing  and  the  head  nurses  and  graduates 
nurses  in  the  several  Hospitals  and  Dispensary  of  the  University,  the 
Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing,  acting  in  the  capacity  of  Super- 
intendent of  Nurses,  shall  select  the  head  nurses,  graduate  nurses  and 
other  employees  rendering  nursing  service  in  the  several  Hospitals  and 
said  Dispensary,  but  each  party  hereto  shall  pay  directly  its  own  head 
nurses,  graduate  nurses  and  employees,  and  each  party  reserves  the 
right  to  employ  control  and  discharge  its  own  head  nurses,  graduate 
nurses  and  nursing  employees.  When  in  actual  attendance  upon  a 
patient  all  such  nurses  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  member  of 
the  Medical  Staff  who  is  in  attendance  upon  such  patient,  and  if  such 
member  objects  to  a  nurse,  she  shall  be  withdrawn  from  attendance 
upon  such  patient. 

In  order  to  secure  a  uniform  standard  of  efficiency  and  a  wage  or 
salary  schedule  in  the  several  Hospitals  for  all  head  nurses  and  such 
graduate  nurses  and  employees  as  shall  be  employed  by  the  parties 
hereto,  said  Board  of  Control  shall  from  time  to  time  prepare  schedule 
of  salaries  and  working  conditions  which  it  thinks  proper  for  the 
respective  services  of  such  nurses  and  employees,  and  such  schedule 
shall  be  adhered  to  as  far  as  practicable  by  the  parties  hereto. 

VII.  All  the  parties  hereto  agree  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  pro- 
cure an  adequate  number  of  qualified  student  nurses,  and  such  nurses 
shall  be  assigned  pro  rata  to  the  several  Hospitals,  parties  hereto,  and 
the  University's  Dispensary.  To  insure  the  parties  hereto  an  adequate 
number  of  student  nurses,  no  other  Hospital  or  Institution  shall  be 
permitted  to  train  its  nurses  in  said  School  of  Nursing  or  be  allowed 
the  use  of  said  Nurses'  Homes  without  the  consent  of  all  the  parties 
hereto,  but  it  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat  Hospital  provided  for  by  Mrs.  Eliza  McMillan's  Will  and  the 
Barnard  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital,  when  it  establishes  an  affiliation 
with  Washington  University,  may  become  parties  hereto  upon  the 
terms  herein  provided  for  the  three  Hospitals,  now  parties  hereto. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  the  limitations  above  stated  shall  not  pro- 
hibit affiliation  of  the  School  of  Nursing  with  Hospitals  other  than 
those  herein  referred  to  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  from  such  other 
hospitals  student  nurses  for  experience  and  training  in  special 
branches  represented  in  the  Hospitals  of  the  parties  hereto,  provided 
that  the  number  of  such  nurses  shall  not  be  such  as  to  interfere  with 
the  instruction  and  training  of  an  adequate  number  of  regular 
students  in  said  School  of  Nursing  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
parties  hereto. 
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VIII.  All  tuitions  paid  to  the  University  by  student  nurses  for 
courses  taken  by  them  in  Public  Health  Nursing  and  for  courses  in 
its  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  for  any  other  courses  not  a  part 
of  the  regular  nursing  curriculum,  shall  belong  exclusively  to  the 
University.  But  there  shall  be  no  expense  to  Hospitals  on  account  of 
any  instruction  or  service  to  students  taking  a  graduate  course  in 
Public  Health  Nursing,  or  any  other  purely  University  course. 

IX.  A  charge  shall  be  made  for  the  rooms  occupied  in  the  Nurses' 
Homes  by  any  person  other  than  the  staff  and  students  of  the  School 
of  Nursing,  such  charges  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Control  and  credited  to  the  cost  of  operating  the  Nurses'  Home. 

X.  With  the  new  Nurses'  Home  herein  provided  for,  there  will  be 
an  increased  number  of  nurses,  and  this  will  require  certain  changes 
in  the  dining  room  facilities  in  Barnes  Hospital.  It  is  agreed  that  when 
these  changes  are  made  said  Hospital  will  be  allowed  interest  at  the 
rate  of  b%  per  annum  on  the  cost  thereof  and  that  said  6%  shall  be 
included  in  and  added  to  the  cost  of  operating  and  maintaining  said 
Nurses'  Home,  and  shall  be  borne  by  the  parties  hereto,  the»same  as 
any  other  expense  incident  thereto. 

XI.  This  agreement  supersedes  and  annuls  all  parts  of  any  prior 
agreements  relative  to  the  training  and  control  of  nurses  between  the 
University  and  any  of  the  other  parties  hereto  so  far  as  the  provision 
of  such  prior  agreements  are  inconsistent  with  the  terms  hereof,  and 
in  particular  the  contract  of  June  26,  1914,  between  the  University 
and  the  Trustees  of  Barnes  Hospital,  relating  to  Nurses'  Homes,  is 
hereby  annulled  and  abrogated  in  toto. 

XII.  The  provisions  of  this  agreement  shall  continue  and  remain 
in  force  as  follows: 

As  to  the  Trustees  of  Barnes  Hospital,  for  the  term  expiring  October 
28,  1961,  but  subject  to  the  right  of  said  Hospital  or  the  University  to 
terminate  same  on  or  after  October  28,  1941,  by  giving  three  years' 
notice  in  writing  prior  to  such  termination. 

As  to  St.  Louis  Children's  Hospital,  for  the  term  expiring  July  8, 
1962,  but  subject  to  the  right  of  said  Hospital  or  the  University  to 
terminate  same  after  July  8,  1942,  on  three  years'  notice  in  writing. 

As  to  St.  Louis  Maternity  Hospital,  for  the  term  expiring  April  23, 
1973,  but  subject  to  theright  of  said  Hospital  or  University  to  terminate 
same  after  April  23,  1953,  on  three  years'  notice  in  writing. 

IN  TESTIMONY  WHEREOF,  The  corporate  parties  hereto  have 
caused  these  present  to  be  signed  by  their  respective  chief  officers 
and  to  be  attested  by  their  respective  Secretaries,  and  said  Trustees
